Gr.AFiiNV. POTATOKS.—A correspondent 


advises tho grafting of potatoes, in order to 
combine the good qualities of two sorts. 
There arc two difficulties iu the way of 
success; first, the pieces of potato .stuck 
together will uot unite, for the reason that 
the tubers, when planted, usually decay as 
the germs spring forth; and secondly, if they 
did unite, the quality of the produce from 
this so-called grafting would not bo influ- 
enced except as the roots from the eye 
pierced the other section of potato, and then 
simply as iu the case of tmy sop token up. 
Nevertheless, for the benefit of the curious, 
we give (he modus operand!; Helect of the 
potato which has your preference the very 
best and soundest specimens; cut out in a 
careful way, ivilh a pen knife, tho buds of 
eyes; cut them out about one inch deep and 
and one and one-half to three-fourth of an 
iaoh diamoier, hi the form of a pyramid, 
i. (?., that the; hole in the potato rims in to 
a point on the cud or inside, then take of 
tho other potato a piece, if possible, with, 
from one to three buds or eyes; fit it in as 
good and tight as you possibly can, and tic 
up with a (bass) string iu tlio quickest 
possible manner. To fasten the inserted 
piece more effectually a hair-pin may be put 
in from each side. Potatoes graf ted iu this 
manner should be, as soon as this operation 
is perfected, placed in damp ground and well 
covered up. If tho cuts grow out—that is, 
if the two different pieces join—the opera- 
tion is n success. 


THE DEMANDS OF GENTILITY.—"Wo will 


proceed now to eximino the lows Gentility 
imposes ou its worshippers. 
They are not 


to be found in any written code, but are 
rather of the nature of those 
unspoken 


customs which are none the loss binding 
that they are not verbally expressed. Af- 
ter careful observation of the habits and 
opinions of tho great genteei classes, I 
think they may bo resumed with tolerable 
accuracy iu tho following precepts: 


1. Do no manner of useful work that you 


can afford to leave undone; for work is the 
necessity of the vulgar, and idleness the 
privclege of tho supremely genteel.
